a 0 Settlement of questions relating to timetables: 


The operational day will be the period from h pom* to b (3) 

Directives relating to timetables of transit trains bound for the UofoSJU 
will have to be transmitted through prescribed channels via the Directorate 
General and the railroad offices (Reichcbahnaemter) to the border cross- 
ing points c> A German proposal to have this procedure simplified was

b© Settlement of questions relating to operations: 


The German representatives complained about the poor quality of coal issued 
at the Polish coaling stations 0 (i;) The Poles promised to have this mat ‘ter 
investigated o They demanded that the Goman locomotive personnel be 
instructed not to dump the clinkers from their locomotives on the open line 
while operating on Polish territory and said that Polish oilots would be
